Ei.assona, Macedonia, April 9. — A 
dispatch received at the Turkish head- 
quarters here from Crevna says that the 
lighting between the Greeks and the 
Turks continues. The Turks, following 
the instructions of Editn Pasha, have 
surrounded the Greek irregulars and a 
greater part of the Turkish division 
stationed at Crevna, under Hakki 
Pasha, is now advancing. It is 
impossible to distinguish whether the 
invaders are supported by any substan- 
tial portion of the Greek regular army, 
as the Greeks have taken up a position 
in the middle of a forest. But, the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press is 
informed, the moment the Turkish offi- 
cers ascertain the presence of the uni- 
forms of Greek regulars in the ranks of 
the aggressors, Edim Pasha will order 
the advance of the whole Turkish army. 
The situation is most serious. In 
the meantime . Kdim Pasha remains 
at the general headquarters awaiting 
news. He Iiiib already notified the gen- 
orals oi divisions to hold themselves in 
readiness for instant action, and tho re- 
Bervea have already left theencampment 
here in order to move closer to the lirst 
line of defence. Crevena is fourteen 
hours march from here, and K ran ia ten 
miles march Eouthwest of Crevna.

HAMLIN'S IGNORANCE. 

A Lopsided Statement Aimed at Canadian 
Sealers. 

Washington, April 0. — ChaB. H. Ham- 
lin, ex-assistant secretary of the treasury 
who has been retained by the govern- 
ment as counsel to assist in the conduct 
of the negotiations with Great Britain 
looking to a permanent settlement of 
the Behring sea question said to-day 
that his position would be simply advis- 
ory to ex-Secretay John W. Foster, who 
will have general direction of tho nego- 
tiations. The sealing regulations under 
tho Paris award were put into operation 
in 1894, and were to run five years or 
two seasons longer. The apparent de- 
crease of the female seals during the last 
two or three seasons has reached such 
proportions that it is feared that 
two more seasonB of indiscriminate 
slaughter of pelagic sealers will 
have practically destroyed the industry. 
The British aB well as the American in- 
vestigators have reached this conclusion, 
and it is the purpose of the United 
States to bring about a new agreement, 
by which both countries shall take ac- 
tive measures to preserve the seal herds 
to come. It is expected that Mr. Foster 
will give hi3 entire time to the question 
until a final settlement ib reached.

MORE OP CRETE. 

No Date Can Yet Be Given for the With 
drawal of the Turks. 

London, April S. —Answering a ques- 
tion relative to the ditto of tho evacua- 
tion of the island of Crete by tho Turkish 
ish troops, the Parliamentary secretary 
for the Foreign ollice, said in the Com- 
mons to-day that France had asked tho 
powers for their views on the early 
evacuation of the island by the Turks, 
but, he added, it was impossible to an- 
nounce the exact date of the withdrawal 
of the Turkish forces. Several of the 
powers, he continued, were of the opin- 
ion that the Greek forces must lirst bo 
withdrawn.

The 
Spanish military operations are almost 
at a standstill pending the arrival of fur- 
ther reinforcements from Spain.

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The Coast Railway Delegates Sub- 
mit a Definite Scheme to the 
Government. 



They Ask for a Bonus for the 
Whole Line to Pen- 
tictou. 



Victoria hna been named tlie terminus 
of the Vancouver, Victoria it Eastern 
Railway Co., and as a result of the 
meeting between the government and 
the delegates from Vancouver and New 
Westminster a definite proposal is now 
before the executive in regard to the as 
sistance desired from the province. The 
delegates had two interviews with min 
iaters yesterday. The lirst, which was 
held in the forenoon, lasted nearly two 
hours, and the matter was gone into so 
thoroughly as to clear the way for draw 
ing up modified terms. These terms 
were submitted at the evening meeting, 
which was of only a few minutes dura- 
tion. They are contained in the follow- 
ing memorandum : 

Victoria, B.C., April S, 1S!>7 
" To Hon. ,/. //. Turner and members of 
the. Executive Council of tin' Provina 
of British Columbia: 

" Gentlemen :— The undersigned dele 
gates representing the city councils of 
the cities of Vancouver and Xew West- 
minster, and the boards of trade thereof, 
having had the opportunity discussing 
with you this morning the provisions of 
the railway aids bill, and having partially 
ascertained the views of the executive 
thereon, hereby beg to submit for your 
consideration the proposal made verbally 
concerning the subsidy to be asked in 
aid of a direct line from the coast, that 
is with a ferrv to be operated from Eng 
liah Blutrou the Mainland, as will secure 
the citv of Victoria what practically will 
be the western terminus of what is 
known as the Vancouver, Victoria and 
Eastern railway. 

" The line to be constructed from the 
city of Vancouver to the city of New 
Westminster, thence to a poinc of 
junction witli the extension of the road 
to the coast as aforesaid, and thence 
easterly through the valler of the Frase'r 
river to a point at or near Hope or the 
upper end of Chilltwack. The total 
mileage of this division or Eection to be 
about one hundred miles, more or less, 
and to be known as section No. 1 of the 
aforesaid railway scheme. The aid to 
be voted by the legislature for this divis 
ion to be the sum of four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) per mile, as specified in 
the bill (No. 54), introduced by the Hon. 
Finance Minister and now before the 
legislature. 

"From the end of section No. 1, being 
a continuation of the main line easterly 
through the Hope mountains to Similk 
ameeu and lower Okanagan Valley, to 
Penticton, the distance being approxim 
ately one hundred and thirty miles, a 
subsidy of four thousand dollars ($4,000) 
per mile to be given. 

"The total distance from the coast, 
being a continuous line of railway, will 
be about two hundred and thirty miles, 
and the sum asked for nine hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars. 

"The extension from Penticton to 
Grand Forks, in the Kettle river dis- 
trict, having been already provided for 
in the railway bill, No. 54, the same to 
Btand as mentioned in the bill. 

" From information in the possession of 
this delegation, received from Ottawa, it 
is their belief that if the aid now asked 
for, in behalf of what is known as the 
direct railway from the coast' into the 
heart of the Kootenay country, from the 
government of British Columbia 
granted, they are stronglj' of the belief 
that such arrangements can he made as 
will ensure an early start being made on 
the undertaking, and its completion 
being secured at the earliest possible 
period. 

" From the Columbia river to Hope, or 
its vicinity, the Federal government, we 
believe, will supplement the aid asked 
for, and which, it it is to be hoped, will 
be granted by your government as will 
place the completion of this urgently 
desired railway beyond the possibility of 
pr<>ndventure. 

" The views of the delegation were 
thoroughly expressed at the: interview, 
and we can only further accentuate thest 
by repeating that it is the belief of the 
delegates, as well as a large majority oi 
the people of British Columbia, that, the 
early completion of the line of railway 
thus outlined will prove tube an enor- 
mous factor in the development of the 
latent resources of the section of the 
province proposed to be traversed and 
served thereby. 

" In conclusion, we sincerely trust that 
your irovernment will aequiese in tin 
views we have now laid lietore you, ant 
that the aid asked for will he granted ti 
an undertaking which we firmly believe 
to he in the interests of the whole prov 
inee, as well as oi the Dominion of whirl 
wf form an integral and very important 
portion." 

i ne signatories to this memorandum 
are W. Terapleton, .1. McQueen, II. I', 
fihaw, J . Olandenning, all representing 
tin: city of Vancouver; B. W. Shiles 
Thos. Ovens, YV. H. Keary, all. repre 
f-enting the city of New Westminster; .1. 
C. Mcl^auan and M. Sinclair, represent- 
ing the hoards of trade of Vancouver 
anil New Westminster respectively ; and 
A. G. McCandless, alderman of the city 
of Vancouver. Besides these there were 
present at the meetings Dr. Milne, Dr. 
Carroll, J. T. Bethune and N. McLean, 
representing the Vancouver, Victoria 
and Eastern Railway Co npany. 

Premier Turner was not, of courSP, 
able to reply yesterday to the memoran- 
dum, but he stated that he would take 
the matter into seiio is consideration 
and endeavor to give a definite reply by 
Tuesday next. Of course, he added, to 
agree to such a suggestion as this would 
mean a much larger loan than the one 
contemplated by the present bill. 

Although the real importance of these 
interviews lay in the evening meeting, 
some quotations from the Premier's sev- 
eral speeches in the morning are of pub- 
lic interest. Hon. Mr. Turner, for ex- 
ample, gave a most emphatic denial to a 
statement that the O.P.R. had anything 
to do with the government's railway 
policy. "I did not expectt," he said, 
"that any gentleman here would make 
fi, ( » otateinent that this matter before 
the house was owing in any way to un- 
due influence irom the O.P.R. or anyone 



else. I want simply to repudiate that. 
If the C.P.R. may take advantage of the 
loan bill, or if it may aid them, we can- 
not help that. The bill we decided 
to lay before the house had the greatest 
care and the greatest consideration, and 
it iB irrespective of the C.P.R. or any- 
one else. We repudiate the suggestion 
of C. P. R. influence most thoroughly 
and entirely. What has been done has 
been done in an open way to try and get 
a start in the direction of railway build- 
ing in this province." 

At another Btage Hon. Mr. Turner in- 
timated that though the government 
wished to do all possible to help rail- 
ways, yet, at the same time, they felt 
that much the larger proportion of such 
workB should be done by the Dominion 
of Canada. As everyone knew, he eaid, 
the Dominion government realized more 
from those matters by 100 per cent, than 
the province did, and the Dominion 
should therefore take up British Colum- 
bia's railways in a liberal form and as a 
matter of duty. He thought the Domin- 
ion government should give at least 
$8,000 a mile where the province gave 
$4,000. 

NATURALLY. 

A Revolution Means a Complete Turn Over. 

London, April 8. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Montevideo says that a num- 
ber of political and military changes are 
expected as a result of the revolutionary 
disturbances. General Perez will pro- 
bably be the successor of General Diaz, 
the minister of war who has resigned. 



A County In Guortrln. 

"There are but few counties in 
Georgia in this day of progress and de- 
velopment which have no railroad run- 
ning through their borders, but Lincoln 
in one of them," remarked Colonel dim 
Hogan, the. legislator from that county. 
"Lincoln has no railroad, but she has 
what, is hetter than a railroad — she has 
the name of being the most moral coun- 
ty in the state. Court is held in Lincoln 
twice a year, and each time it lasts only 
so long as the grand jury can, as a mat- 
ter of form, mako out some kind of re- 
port to submit as a matter of form. 
. "There is never a court there which 
lasts longer than a day and a half. The 
jail, as a usual thing, stands open from 
year to year, and crime is a thing un- 
known in Lincoln. The people are peace- 
ful, happy and contented. They mako 
good crops from season to season and 
have a good time ouo way or another 
throughout tho year. 

"In the summer they have their bar- 
becuo season and in the autumn they 
indulge in tho pleasures of neighborhood 
parties, dances and entertainments. In 
this way they have a good social time, 
and while they may bo said by some to 
ho sidetracked from this great world of 
business and • activity, they are fully up 
with tho great vanguard of American 
citizenship and are doing their full part 
in tho upbuilding of tho country. Thero 
is truly something picturesque about 
Lincoln county. It is tho most dolecta- 
ble land tho sun over shone upon, to be 
suro. " — Atlanta Constitution.

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FORTY-SEVENTH DAY. 

Fuidav, April 9, 1897.

with clothing, and in many cases remain 
here until it was time to start out again 
in the following spring. 

The Board of Trade recognizes its duty 
in this matter, and, it is greatly to he 
hoped, will be able to devise some means 
of getting this city its due share of the 
enormous business that will be devel- 
oped in the North. The matter iB one 
that conies home to every businessman in 
this city, and to every business man 
in Vancouver as well. Ono thing can be 
done at once, and that is a systematic 
eflbrt can bo made to let it be known 
everywhere that the so-called Alaska 
mines are for the most part not in 
Alaska at all. Every day we read in the 
American papers of the rush to. A 'aska, 
which is really not a rush to Alaska at 
all, but to the Canadian territory of 
Yukon. Another thing that can be pro- 
ided for at once is the appointment of a 
Dominion customs house oflicer at the 
Cliilcoot PasB. His presence there might 
not be of very great value, so far us the 
spring's trade is concerned, but when it 
once became known that duties will be 
collected ou all goods going into the 
Yukon, miners will come to Canadian 
citieB to buy their goods. 

It was pointed out at tho Board of 
Trade meeting that at present the Am- 
erican authorities collect duties on Can- 
adian goods at Dyea although they aro 
intended for consumption in Canada.! 
Place a custom house officer just acrosB 
the lino in Canada and let him collect 
ditty on all American gooda going 1 
through Canadian territory to Alaska] 
points and we will soon find our Amer- 
ican friends seeking a mutual bonding I 
arrangement under which Canadian 
goods intended for the Yukon can pass 
in bond over the narrow strip of United 
States territory near the Coast in ex- 
change for the privilege of carrying Am- 
erican goods in bond down the Upper 
Yukon waters to points in Alaska. Can- 
adians hold the whip-hand in that mat- 
ter. 



The government agreed to accept these 
bonds provided tho amount was made 
$75,000. This Mr. Heinze agreed to. 
It was found impossible to get the bonds 
engraved and printed and the necessary 
formalities completed by November 1, 
and therefore Mr. Heinze, who was then 
the owner on the record of property in 
this province to many timea the amount, 
gave his personal bond for $50,000, for 
which bonds of the railway were to bo 
substituted as soon as practicable. It 
was not until sometimo in March that 
the railway bonds were forwarded to 
the government. What happened in 
January was that the directors of the 
Columbia and Western passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the Union TriiBt Com- 
pany, of New Y'ork, to hand over the 
bonds to tho British Columbia govern 
meut, At that time Lieut. -Governor 
Dewdney was a director in the com 
pany. He was not a director at the 
time of the arrangement with Mr. 
Heinze. The Globe ought, in fairness, 
to print the true facts of the case.

THE GOVERNMENT IS STRONG. 

The estimates were passed with no 
difficulty and with very little discussion. 
The well-understood practice of british 
legislative bodies is to fully and freely 
ventilate all grievances against the ad- 
ministration when the house is in com- 
mittee of supply, the several items af- 
fording an opportunity to deal with 
every phase of the public business. The 
very meagre criticism to which the esti- 
mates were subjected shows in the most 
conclusive manner possible that the 
opposition have very little except gen- 
eralities to allege against the administra- 
tion. We are sure that no one will deny 
that the opposition are willing and ready 
to expose everything wrong that they 
can discover. So eager, indeed, are 
they that they have professed to have 
discovered monstrous scandals in mat- 
ters that would stand the most search- 
ing criticism. We are not going to deny 
to the representatives of the opposition 
in the legislature the ability necessary 
to adequately criticize the government's 
policy and administration. We leave that 
to the critics within their own party who 
have lately taken occasion to speak their 
miruls on the subject very freely. We 
prefer rather to attribute the inconse- 
quential character of the opposition at- 
tack to tho fact that the position of the 
government is practically unassailable, 
and we think this is the correct explan- 
ation. There are undoubtedly some ab- 
stract questions upon which a difference 
ol opinion exists between the two sides 
of the house, but these do not touch the 
actual administration of all'airs in regard 
to which all that can fairly be said is 
that the opposition have found some 
minor points which called for explana- 
tion but have failed to adduce a single 
reason why there should he any change 
in the occupants of the treasury benches. 

Tho position of the government before 
tho house and the country have greatly 
improved during the session. During 
the recess the public were promised all 
manner of disclosures by the opposition 
press, and to such an extent did this go 
that some of the friends of the govern- 
ment, though quite satislied so far aa 
their own observation went that no- 
thing was wrong, were a little anxious 
as to what the session might bring. 
They naturally supposed that where 
there seemed to be so much smoke there 
necessarily wits some lire, hut the por- 
tentous clouds proved to be only like the 
columns which rise from "smudge" 
firen, and they disappeared the moment 
their source was touched. The result of 
the complete collapse, not of the opposi- 
tion's case, for it would be a mistake to 
BUggest that they have made out a case, 
is that the government stands to-day 
more (irmly entrenched than ever in the 
confidence r>f its supporters, and we be- 
lieve that when tho results of the session 
have become fully understood by the 
electorate, Mr. Turner and his colleagues 
can look forward with confidence to the 
verdict of the people. 



THE RAILWAY SUBSIDIES.

CROWN LANDS SURVEYS. 

Valuable Work Done During the Past Year 
in the Mininc Regions. 

The annual report of the Surveyor- 
General has been issued. In it Mr. 
Tom Kains refers to the continued and 
increasing demand for maps, and says 
that the rapid development of the min- 
ing regions, especially in Cariboo, Koote- 
nay and Southern Osoyoos districts, has 
created an unprecedented demand for 
maps of those sections, and the present 
supply is being distributed very rapidly. 

Regarding surveys in the mining re- 
gions the report says: "Owing to the 
importance of the mineral interests now 
being rapidly developed in this province, 
and the activity displayed in the survey 
of mineral locations, it was considered 
expedient to adopt such regulations as 
would enable the department to prepare, 
from time to time, comprehensive mapB 
of the various districts, which would, 
besides including the general topogra- 
phical features of the country, accurate- 
ly show the relative positions of all sur- 
veyed claims to each other. Such a de- 
sirable result would indeed prove a boon 
to everyone interested inourminingcoun- 
try, and any scheme which would, at 
reasoiial expense, hasten the time when 
the public could be furnished with such 
useful information would doubtless 1 
receive the approbation of the majority. 
The first step, therefore, in the work 
outlined above was taken last season j 
when instructions were issued to five 
surveyors to erect mineral monuments

BOARD OK HEALTH. 

More Money Ashed From the Province to 
Carry on the Work of Sanitation 
and Hygiene. 

In the second annual report of the 
provincial board of health, presented to 
the legislature yesterday, Dr. J.C. Davie, 
the chairman, calls attention lo the 
urgent need of an increased grant of 
money. He sketches in brief the history 
of the board, and Bays that the amount 
of money appropriated (or the mainten- 
uice of the board and for the carrying 
into effect of the public health act 
throughout the province, need not be 
large. The five medical men consti- 
tuting the provincial board of health, if 
allowed to exercise the powers conferred 
n them by the health act will, he 
laims, undoubtedly save more lives 
mnually than the rest of the medi- 
al profession in the province. 

Dr. Waft, the retired secretary of the 
>oard, in his report declares that an es- 
ential adjunct lo the board of health is 
i properly equipped analytical and bac- 
teriological laboratory. Such a labora- 
ory could, lie says, be easily made part 
if the new laboratories titled out for Mr. 
Carmiehael in the new parliament build- 
s'. A consulting engineer should also, 
remarks, be attached to the board, to 
whom could be referred questions of 
water supply and sewerage. By the act. 
the board is" required to pass judgment 
upon all plans of proposed public sys- 
tems of water supply and sewerage, and 
is there is no engineer on the hoard it is 
ssenlial that the advice of an engineer- 
ing expert should be available when re- 
juired. 

Clive Phillipps-Wol ley's reports on 
the different mining camps till up many 
pages of the report. He says of Koss- 

and : " I found llosslaud in a deplor- 
ible condition, but I would call attention 
to the fact that this is but the ordinary 
condition of new mining towns in the 
lirst years of their existence, and that 
compared with certain mining towns on 
this continent, the ill-health of Boss- 
land, or any other town in B. C, is as 
nothing. Where a town grows with the 
feverish rapidily of Hossland, it is in- 

vitable that at lirst sanitary precautions 
should he disregarded, but I venture to 
hope that the measures adopted have 
been taken in time, and that if insisted 
upon and carried out with vigor, the 
health of Kossland trom its building will 
compare favorably with the health of 
any mining town on the continent." 
Concluding, he remarks: "Finally, I 
would venture to propound a question 
to our critics. It is this: Where are 
the mining camps in the world with as 
small a death rate as ours? "

NO CRIME COM JUTTED. 

Masistrate Macrae Haiuts Down His Dc 
cision In the Case of the Seized 
Deer Skins. 

In the provincial court yesterday Ma- 
gistrate Macrae handed down his deci- 
sion as follows in the case that has he- 
come generally known as "the deer 
skin matter " : 

" In this case Maurice Strauss was 
charged before me, on the tith instant , 
with having unlawfully in his possession 
on March 30 last 777 deer hides in their 
raw state,, with intent to export them 
contrary to "The (iame Protection Act." [ 
The defendant pleaded not guilty, but j 
admitted having had in his possession 
on the said March 30 the 777 deer skins, | 
with intent to export the same. The 
only witness called for the prosecution 
proved that the skins were effectively 
concealed in bales containing other' 
goods, and lying at the outer wharf for 
shipment. On the conclusion of the evi- 
dence for the prosecution, counsel for 
the defendant asked for the dismissal of 
the information on the ground that no J 
offence had been proved, and relied on 
Regina v. Boscowitz (4 B. C. Rep, 132). 
•Judgment was reserved. 

" It is clear, on the authority of Re- 
gina v. Boscowitz, that the mere posses- [ 
sion of deerskins, with intent to export 
them, is not necessarily unlawful, and 
that, for example, the skins of deer 
killed either in the foreign islands ad- 1 
jacent to the province or by Indians or 
settlers in the province for their own 
immediate use for food may be lawfully 
held for export purposes. It was not 
proved that all or any of the skins, the 
subject of this information, were not so 
lawfully held. In the absence of express 
provision in the act casting upon the 
defendant the burden of proving lawful 
possession, and in the absence of proof 
of such provision in any rules or regula- 
tions made under the authority of the 
act, I am of opinion that the prosecution 
has failed to prove the quasi-criminal 
olleuce charged, and I therefore dismiss 
the information."

Cargoes of Congratulatory Resolu- 
tions Not looked Upon as 
Needed. 



"The trade of the Yukon gold fields 
for Victoria" was the keynote of the 
quarterly meeting of tho board of trade 
yesterday afternoon, how beat to win tor 
Victoria's merchants this important 
commerce — their natural heritage — 
being under earnest consideration for 
upwards of two and a half hours. A re- 
grettable absence of precise and unbi- 
ased information as to proposed routes 
was generally admitted, and as an out- 
come of tho protracted debate a resolu- 
tion was adopted appointing a special 
committee to interview the provincial 
government " for the purpose of 
urging that immediate steps be 
taken to ascertain and open up 
the best trade route into tho Yukon 
gold fields lying in Canadian teeritory, 
with the object of diverting the trade of 
that district to British Columbia." Vice- 
president G. A. Kirk, with Messrs. .1. 
Olearihue, li. H. Hall, K.J. Claxton, H. 
Cuthbert and Arthur Robertson com- 
pose the committee, their instructions 
being to lose no time in carrying out the 
expressed wishes of the board. 

ft was in a letter and petition from 
the minerB of Forty Mile ttiat the matter 
was brought forward, the former bear- 
ing date of tho l'Jth of January, and the 
signature of " George Butler, secretary." 
This communication set forth that the 
accompanying petition, addressed to the 
Dominion government, had been signed 
by more than 500 miners of the district. 
The latter had then met and ordered 
that a copy of the petition be forwarded 
to the board of trade, with a request that 
its nvembers use their best endeavors to 
Bectire the compliance of the govern 
ment. 

i- While this is a matter of the greatest 
importance to us," Baid Mr. Butler in 
his letter, " it is also the Bame to you as 
you no doubt are aware. Should this 
petition be granted a line of steamers 
would be put on between Victoria and 
the Takou Inlet, and the most of th 
goods used in this country would he 
purchased from the merchants of your 
city." 

The petition sets forth that " We, the 
undersigned petitioners, residents of 
that portion of the Yukon river valley 
situated in the Northwest Territories, 
desiie to direct your attention to the foL 
lowing statement of facts, to wit: We 
believe that we have the best mining 
region on earth, but we are so far re- 
moved lrom all Bources of communion 
tion and supplies from the outer world 
that it has become a serious question 
with us as to whether we will have suf- 
ficient supplies next year upon which to 
exist, as at the present time the majority 
of our men are on limited rations, and 
just now there is no prospect of better 
ing our condition without the aid of the 
government. We believe that the rev- 
enue derived from this district is autlici 
ent to fully warrant the government in 
offering to some company or corporation 
a subsidy for the construction of a nar- 
row gauge railway from salt water to the 
headwaters of the Yukon river, whi 
would not be a distance of more than "0 
or 80 miles. We therefore most 
urgently request that ttie govern 
ment take immediate action ii 
this matter, as it is more 
than probable that the population of 
this district will more than treble in the 
next year, and without the assistance of 
the government we will most certainly 
suffer. We believe, with the expendi- 
ture of halt a million dollars in building 
this road, a country would lie opened up 
that has no equal in mineral wealth and 
resource. Should your government see 
fit to take immediate action in this mat- 
ter, your petitioners ever will be duly 
grateful." 

I'resident It. K. Ker was glad that the 
board had received this petition, as it 
would a I l ord opportunity to let the min- 
ers of the Yukon see that Victoria busi- 
ness men were alive to the necessities of 
that district and the value of its trade. 
From the latest accounts the country in 
qtieetion was destined to astonish the 
world — if recent reports were proven true 
its mineral wealth was something fabu- 
lous — and Victoria was the natural base of 
supplies for this important country, only 
the inadequacy of existing avenues of 
communication preventing her from en- 
joying the advantages of the trade at 
present. Just now the first necessity 
was accurate information, and he hoped 
the board would have early opportunity 
of acquiring reliable data from purely 
disinterested sources as to tho best and 
most practical route. 

Having given tho problem of Yul 
communication verv earnest consider- 
ation for a long time back, Mr. Cleari- 
hue was inclined to favor the Teslin lake 
road as the most feasible. A wagon 
road would enable supplies for the min- 
ers to be taken in at prices that would 
permit Victoria merchants to compete 
for the Yukon trade with the Alaska 
company, but for the immediate present 
he suggested that the provincial govern- 
ment be urged to construct a trail from 
the Stickeen. It would cost only a few 
thousand dollars, would be of great 
utility, and would demonstrate 
conclusively tho character of tho route. 
The business of these Yukon camps at 
the present time could not be touched 
by Victorians for the simple and suffi- 
cient reason that they had no possible 
means of delivering their goodB. The 
Alaska company would not carry con- 
signments from Victoria while they 
themselves had goods to sell— thev 
could not even deliver the personal 
freight of the miners going in. To meet 
the situation at once lie suggested that a 
Steamer on Teslin lake and down to the 
Yukon should he bonused, and tho pro- 
vincial authorities should act at once in 
this and the matter of tho trail. 

Mr. R. H. Hall, whoso long and inti- 
mate acquaintance with the Northern 
country enabled him to give tho hoard 
much valuable information, was pleased 
with tho strong position taken 



by Mr. Clearihue, and^ certainly 
in favor of obtaining for Victoria the 
immense trade of the Yukon. Theques- 
tion was to decide upon the most expe- 
ditious and economical way of reaching 
the country, in the light of present im- 
perfect information. Opinions differed 
as to every route suggested. It would, 
no doubt, he very nice indeed if we could 
be Bure that the Teslin Lake route waB 
practicable, the entrance being from this 
province and the road, if it could bo car- 
ried through, being destined to enjoy 
exceptional popularity. The whole mat- 
ter, however, reBolved itself just now 
into a purely business proposition — 
what would it cost to deliver goods at a 
given point. For their few favored 
friends whoso consignments they would 
accept, the freight rate made by the 
Alaska Commercial Company f'rotn Se- 
attle to I'orty-Milo or Fort Cudahy 
was cents a pound. This company were 
a close corporation and not in the posi- 
tion of common carriers at all ; they 
were themselves in the trade, and it 
was not at all likely that they would 
make the best rate possible 
for the encouragement of the trade 
of business rivals. At a six cent rate 
from Seattle it was therefore to bo pre- 
sumed that a fair profit remained, and 
the trampcrtation cost to the company 
would not be more than 3 or 4 cents. 
The river itself was the natural route to 
the Yukon gold fields. ,lt was especially 
easy to navigate and abundance of fuel 
was to be obtained all along its banks. 
It was therefore safe to conclude that 
transportation of supplies to the Yukon 
involved no great charge upon the Com- 
mercial company. But suppose six 
cents to be tho best rate they could 
make. Would it not be difficult to meet 
it' by a route involving so many addi 
tional handlings? Would it not be hard 
to find an alternative route superior to 
the natural one of the river? Suppose 
Victoria frieght to be sent up by tho Tes 
tin lakeroute — that would meanadelivery 
from the ocean to the river steamer 
Wrangel, a second transfer from tho 
river steamer at the head of its run, 
liacking over the trail and a fourth 
handling when it was placed on the 
steamers running down from the lake. 
The cost could not be brought under ten 
cents, and competition with the Yukon 
river route, involving only one bundling, 
was not to be thought of at this figure. 
Then again definite information was not 
yet obtainable as to the navigability of 
the river out of Tesltu lake. Opinions 
ditl'ered widely as to this, some holding 
that there was plently of water and 
others that this river was only navigable 
at infrequent periods of the year. Of 
course if Teslin lake discharged a suf- 
ficient body of water to assure naviga- 
tion it would be of great advantage; sur- 
veys and soundings would be necessary 
however to determine this point, for if 
the river was not navigable tho route 
was useless. By this route it would per- 
haps be possible to reach the mines 
a month earlier than by the 
mouth of the river, though at an 
increase of cost, which would be a seri- 
o is consideration if the development of 
large trade interests was the object 
sought. If it were possible to build a 
railway from the Coast to a navigable 
point on the Yukon, by which only one 
handling would be involved, that would 
be the business proposition for Victor- 
ians. 

Parenthetically Mr. Clearihue ex- 

Elained that the building of the trail he 
ad suggested only as a temporary expe- 
dient to meet immediate necessities. 
The wagon road and the railway would 
have to follow. 

Mr. C. H. Lugrin, editor of theCoi.os- 
,ist, who had been introduced by Presi- 
dent Ker and asked to favor the board 
with his views on the 'i ukon 
trade question, took occasion to 
give some verv interesting information 
as to how Seattle's present profitable 
trade with the Yukon had been systema- 
tically developed. He had been the first 
to bring the matter to public attention 
through the medium of the press, and 
had at that time shared the common 
opinion that the gold fields were all in 
Alaskan territory. Not one man out of 
a hundred or a thousand seemed to 
realize even yet that the use of the word 
Alaska in this connection was a mis- 
nomer, and that the gold bearing streams 
were really in Canadian not American 
territory. The very great majority of 
the miners firmly believed that they 
were going into American country, and 
this was one of the primary reasons in- 
ducing then to go to an American city 
to outfit. They generally remained in 
ignorance of the fact that the mining 
streams were in British territory until 
they had formed the acquaintance of 
Inspector Considine of tho Northwest 
Mounted Police. This misconception of 
the geographical fact so greatly bene- 
ficial to the nearby American cities, bad 
iiu doubt been developed largely through 
the persistent, "talking up" of the 
"Alaskan" trade by the Seattle 
papers, which were continually sent 
East — all felling of the importance of 
the "Alaskan'' gold fields and emphasiz- 
ing that Seattle was the place to outfit 
lor them. A second point lor considera- 
tion was that the t rude thus developed, 
and which at present was keeping Se- 
attle's men-bants busy, goes not by the 
Yukon but to the head of Lynn Canal, 
whence, via the White or the Chilcott 
pass, "packing in" was the process 
adopted. The object, lesson to Victoria 
was very apparent. What the merchants 
of this city wanted was first of all to get 
the outfitting of the miners — for if they 
bought their supplies hero before going 
north, they would undoubtedly come 
here to spend a large proportion of their 
dnstcn returning at the season's close. 
Victorians in the first place should make 
it clear to everyone that these Yu- 
kon goldfields are in Canadian territory — 
and that Victoria is the proper place to 
outfit tor them. In regard to obtaining 
the assistance of the Dominion govern- 
ment for a road to the Yukon country, 
he suggested that as the miners there 
would be greatly benefited by a railway 
they should in justice bo asked to con- 
tribute — somewhat on the local improve- 
ment principle — a small assessment on 
the output of their mines toward con- 
struction. A very small percentage 
upon this output would be more than 
sufficient to pay interest on a sum neces- 
sary to build a narrow gauge lino in. 
But first of all things — get our own peo- 
ple to realize and the people of the JOast 
to know ttiat the gold producing district 
of the Yukon is not in Alaskan but Can- 
adian territory. 

Mr. Herbert Cuthbert followed with 
an expression of somewhat similar opin- 
ion, lie looked upon the trade of the 
far North as the legitimate heritage of 
Victoria and thought that action in the 
direction of securing it should be imme- 
diate. Further brief discussion followed, I 



adopted the secretary of the hoard was 
instructed to reply to the miners' letter 
Btating that the hoard was heartily in 
accord with thom. It will be further ex- 
plained that everything possible is being 
and will be done to secure satisfactory 
connection between the Yukon and Vic- 
toria. 



A BUSY QUARTER. 

President Ker Reviews What Jjias Been Ac- 
complished During the Past 
Three Months. 

But the Yukon mining matters did 
not constitute the total of yesterday's 
business. It was the quarterly general 
meeting, and President Ker took occa- 
sion to briefly review what has been ac- 
complished during the past three 
months. The recommendations of 
tho board to the federal author- 
ities with regaed to the extension 
of Canadian commerce Were still fresh in 
memory, and one of the chief points, it 
would be remembered, was as to the ad- 
visability of appointing commissioners 
to act as commercial agents. Since the 
communication ot the board had gone 
forward to Ottawa, he was pleased to see 
that such commercial agents had been 
appointed to develop trade with Mexico, 
South America and Afiicu, and if this 
action had been taken upon the board's 
suggestion it showed commendable 
promptness on the part of tho Dominion 
government. The mining committee of 
the board had drawn up their report as 
to desirable legislation, and this was now 
before the legislature; a committee of 
tho board was also in consultation with 
tho legislative committee in this regard, 
and when the Companies bill was again 
brought before tho house it would no 
doubt be in such shape us to be 
acceptable to all. The board had 
also ' suggested to the government the 
advisability of building a trail from 
Hazelton on the Skeena into Omineca, 
and it was quite possible that provision 
for thiB very necessary work would be 
made in the supplementary estimates. 
The colonization road to tho West Coast 
was briefly touched upon, and reference 
made to the efforts put forth by the 
board to secure an additional mail to the 
Yukon— which, however, the govern- 
ment at Ottawa had not seen fit to 
grant. Development of the Central and 
South American trade, the smelter pro- 
ject, and the points upon which the 
local members had been urged to keep 
persistently at work upon the federal 
government — each in turn was touched 
upon, the board coming to the conclu- 
sion, long ere Mr. Ker had concluded, 
that he and the council had had a very 
busy quarter. 

Among the communications was one 
from the London Chamber of Com- 
merce inviting I'resident Ker to attend 
the banquet to he given to the Colonial 
premiers in connection with the 
diamond jubilee celebration. Another 
letter was from Mr. R. E. Gosnell ask- 
ing that the board use their best efforts 
toward securing for the bureau of which 
he has charge complete statistics of in- 
terprovincial trade. Trie great value of 
the work Mr. Ciosnell has in hand to 
British Columbia and Victoria was fully 
endorsed, and the suggestion of his let- 
ter acted upon. Professor Odium asked 
for special photographs to enable him to 
properly represent British Columbia in 
his old country lectures, and these will 
be supplied him. 

In connection with the celebration of 
the diamond jubilee of Hei Majesty's 
reign, President Ker inquired if it was 
not desirable that the board should ex- 
press gratification at Her Majesty's com- 
pletion of the longest reign in history. 
If a resolution was to be sent by the 
board should not the matter be referred 
to a special committee or to the council 
for immediate action? 

Mr. Herbert Cuthbert and several 
others concurred, and a resolution was 
offered to refer the matter to the council 
of the board. 

Mr. C. H. Hall said no. Fvery public 
body in the country seemed to think it 
necessary to send in its own expression 
of congratulation— in fact the thing was 
so overdone that whole shiploads of con- 
gratulatory addresses would find their 
way across the Atlantic. The address if 
sent would have to be engrossed on vel- 
lum and made an elaborate affair, and, 
after all, what good would it do to any 
one? 

But the mover of the resolution insist- 
ed, and on the question " shall the coun- 
cil prepare a suitable resolution of con- 
gratulation?" the "ayes" had it — Sto 7, 
several members not voting. 

Then Mr. Cuthbert made his mistake. 
He moved that the vote bo made unani- 
mous. 

'• Aye," came the chorus. 
" No," said Mr, Hall. " If the Do- 
minion and the Province and the City 
councils all send resolutions that ex- 
presses the feelings of the country well 
enough. 

The president appeared perplexed. 
" The ' ayes ' undoubtedly have if," 
be said, " but I don't see how 1 can de- 
clare the motion carried that it be made 
unanimous." 

" Nor I either," observed Hon. J. S.

He Is Having a Hard Time of It This

New York, April O.—Uradstrect'e to- 
morrow will any : " The business situ- 
ation as a whole shows no gain. Staple 
lines are only fairly active. Overflows, 
washouts and Hoods continue to do great 
damatie in the Mississippi and Missouri 
river valleys, throughout a greater por- 
tion of which general trade remains prac- 
tically at a standstill.

Ontario Legislature Pay 

to Her Majesty 



Toronto, April H. — In the Ontario leg- 
islature to-night Mr. Hill tly, the premier 
and leader of the government, moved, 
and Mr. Whitney, lender of the opposi- 
tion, seconded a patriotic resolution con- 
gratulating the Queen upon her long 
reign anil pledging colonial support to 
the British Krnpire. The resolution was 
carried unanimously, and all the mem- 
bers rote to their feel and sang the na- 
tional anthem with great enthusiasm. 



If the by-law to bo submitted to the 
electors of the city on Wednesday next 
is as heartily endorsed by the public in 
general as it iB at present by their re- 
presentatives on the school board, the 
boys and girls who attend the buildings 
attracting attention just now should 
have a much better complexion six 
months hence tlmn they have had since 
the day they -first started out with school- 
bag on shoulder. The BoyB' Central 
school is denounced by the board in 
general as antiquated, inadequate, un- 
sanitary, and — most important of all — 
unhealthy. A committee, composed of 
trustees Belyea, McMiclting and Yates, 
\3 now working on a statement of pro- 
posed improvements to be published 
in order that the public may 
not vote blind-folded on the by-law 
and this will appear in print before many 
days. Speaking on the by-law yester- 
day Trustee ,f. Stuart Yates said it was 
essential that the improvements should 
be made, and if the law that prevents 
the overcrowding of Chinese denizens he 
enforced, it was, to say the leaBt, con- 
sistent that the overcrowded schools 
should receive attention. The mutter 
before the public could not be'likened to 
a householder re-carpeting his house 
when times are hard, hut it was rather a 
case of re-rooting that man's house — it 
was an essential. The Boys' Central 
school was never intended to 
accommodate the many divisions 
that now till it, and he strongly 
favored the proposal of re-arrangemer.t, 
Twenty rooms were required for all three 
schools — the Boys' Central, Girls' Cen- 
tral and High school — for the sixteen 
now in use. Allowing $3,000 per room 
it would cost $50,000 to erect a building 
that would meet all requirements, but 
the appropriation asked for was only 
$17,000 anil was not intended to be ex- 
pended in that way. The estimate, he 
explained, was not. a haphazard guess of 
the school board, but the ligures of a 
competent architectwho had made a cal 
cuhuion of the work contemplated. It 
wo lid cover the expenses incurred in 
the re-arranging of the Boys' and Girls' 
schools and the adding to the High 
school, which now stands connected with 
the Boys' Central, of another 
story, that would allow of four 
extra rjoms, a sufficient number at pre- 
sent to accommodate the senior pupils, 
and a similar number to those now in 
use. In one room of the Boys' Central 
there is a class of fifty that has no out- 
of-door's ventilation, and in order that 
the pupils here located may not endure 
suffocating and foul atmospheres, the 
door has to be continuously open. But 
while this is probably the worse room, 
the whole school breathes an unwhole- 
some and impure atmosphere. 

Mrs. Grant, in giving her views on the 
by-law, thought an expenditure of a few 
thousand dollars on the work required 
to he done would avail nothing, and 
would he but a waste of money. She 
considered the total amount asked for 
justifiable. A visit to the overcrowded 
boys' school would, she thought, con- 
vince anyone of tlio urgent necessity 
that presents itself for the improvements 
intended. The ventilation and lighting 
were both miserable, and if any good 
was to be accomplished it was essential 
that the whole interior of the school 
should be torn down and arranged over 
again. She also spoke disparagingly of 
tiie High school building*, and 
favored the whole $17,000 expenditure 
being made on them. 

Mrs. Jenkins was of much the same 
opinion as the other trustees. She 
thought where the health of the children 
was in question that the public should 
not treat the by-law apathetically, and 
hoped that there would be a good vote 
polled on Wednesday sanctioning the 
raising of the grant asked for. 

Trustee Hull bad no interest in the 
proposed changes other than the welfare 
of the children as a whole. lie also 
spoke of the unsanitary a condi- 
tion of the schools, and would

like to see something done immediately. 
At preeent many of the children were 
troubled continually with colds and this 
was a result of the draughts which are 
maintained in the schools for pure air 
purposes. 

Trustee McJIieking, like Trustee Hay- 
ward, preferred to watt until after tiie 
publication of the committee's state- 
ment before explaining his views. He 
waB, however, a believer in the improve- 
ments but stated that it was yet un- 
known exactly what these would be, for 
so soon as tlie board was authorized to 
proceed with the work plans would be 
asked for and tenders opened. 

Trustee Belyca took the credit of 
being one of the first to bring the matter 
up about the Boys' (School. He thought 
that there was a general misapprehen- 
sion entertained about what the money 
was required for. It was not to alter 
either the Girls' Central or High School 
buildings, although in the re-arranging 
of the Boys' Central school some changes 
might have to be affected in them. The 
High school would answer all purposes 
for some time to come, and it might be 
found necessary in the course of a few 
years to take it over for public schools 
contingencies, but just now it was ade- 
quate to the accommodation required. 

THE " T A COM A " ARRIVES. 

The Vessel Reaches Port After an Unevent- 
ful Trip From the Orient, 

I'ninjnred by the fire reported to have 
occurred aboard the shin at Kobe, the 
Northern Pacific liner Tacoma, Captain 
T. A. Whistler, tied up to the ocean 
dock at 7 ::!0 last evening with not a 
Chinese face on deck to betoken the 
land from whence she came. The ship 
had made tiie quarantine station about 
I! o'clock and had there left the Asiatic 
passengers to be put through the Domin- 
ion reception ceremonies, there being of 
the number 42 Chinese and 70 Japanese 
(or Victoria, and 95 Cninese and 7(i 
Japanese (or Tacoma. After landing 
over 100 tons of Victoria freight the 
ship returned to quarantine at mid- 
night, took aboard those going to the 
City of Destiny arid proceeded to the 
Sound, leaving the others to come in on 
the Sadie this morning. The Tacoma 
brought as saloon passengers Mr. L. 
Brandes, Mrs. Mid hurst, and Mr. Hal- 
sey, lor Victoria; Mrs. tireene and fam- 
ily, missionaries, who are on their way 
home to North Carolina; O. A. Seaholm ; 
Capt. R. Crawford, ex-master o( the 
ship, who is taking a pleasure trip; and 
Geo. and Miss Wilson, Ontario people 
who have been visiting Japan. The Ta- 
coma'a passage, beginning at Yokohama 
on the 22nd of last mouth, was unevent- 
ful, and she brought as mail, '11 packages 
for Victoria, Tacoma and Kurope.

COPYING THE NEW WORLD. 

The Old Country Following Canada's Ex- 
ample in the Criminal Law. 

London, April 8, — In the House of 
CommoiiH to-day Sir Richard Webster, 
the attorney-general, moved the second 
reading of the law ol evidence bill, en- 
abling prisoners in criminal cases to tes- 
tify in their own behalf. He said that 
the United States, Canada and Australia 
had laws similar to the bill in opera- 
tion, and that it had been found 
to work in thosu countries. lie re- 
gretted that for the present the govern- 
ment waB obliged to exclude Ireland 
from the benefits of the act owing to the 
deBire that the measure should be as 
little contentious as possible. But he 
hoped, and the government hoped, that 
the law would be eventually extended to 
Ireland. The bill then passed its second 
reading by a vote of 210 to 41.
